Thefe, together with what Neceflary En- 
quiries may come in our way, in the Exa- 
mining the Matters of Faé, will open 
fome Scenes,- which every Body has not 
feen. 
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from thefe Enquiries, 
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- & Parfon 
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fee them of courfe, I fhall draw the neceflary 
Confequences, viz That the Church of 
England is really inno Danger at all, except 
only what arifes from thefe very Men them- 
felves, who would precipitate her into Eter- 
nal Broils with her Brethren, that would 
make a_meer Firefbip of her, to Burn her 
Diffenters up, and Burn her felf to bring it 


to pafs; that would make a Muchine of her, 


to blow her felf up, in order to make a 
Breach in her Neighbours Wall. 

Thefe Prepofterous People, ’tis confefs'd, 
are bringing us al into Danger; Church, 
Nation, Queen, People : Univerfal Deftru- 
ion is in the Womb of all their Defigns, and 
this, I doubt not, to make good in its pro- 
per place.
